NATIONAL CHRISTIAN 
“* CONFERENCE, 


Tne Shanghai Gatherings. 


"With addresses of welcome snd 
greetings in thé opening session of 
the National Christian Conference 
on Tuesday afternoon (2nd inst}, 
the great gathering of 1,000 re 
presentatives, of the Christian 
Churches in'China was able to 
settle dawn to business at the 
Wednesday session at Shanghai, 
The Chinese delegates expressed 
frankly extreme dissatisfaction 
with any conduct of thea Con- 
ference that failed to make the 
Chintse languaga the primary 
language of the Ccnference. 


Foltowing the adoption of the 
rales, the Conference unanimously 
elected Rev. C. Y. Cheng, DD., a3 
Chairman of the Conference. Dr. 
Cheng then gave his address 2a 
Chairman, in which he set forth 
various conditions, partly en- 
vircnmental, partly dae to the 
spirit of the times, partly arising 
from within the Charch in the 
growing desire for Self-activity 
on the part of Chinese. expressed 
in dissatisfaction with certain 
aspects of foreign contrel which 
force Christians in China to re 
survey the conditicns under which 
their task is being met and to

think forward in order to makef- 


provision for the expanding life of 
tha future under new conditions 
in which mission boards .and 
missionaries must decrease as the 
Chinese contrat of Christian work 
and Chinese leadership increases. 
Increasing self-development on 
the part of the Chinese Church 
does not mean that the Chinese 
will. request missionaries to leave. 
Their advice, their inspiratioz, 
and their co-operation in service 
are needed. 


Present State of .Christianity 
in China. 


Tre afternoon session opendd 
with the presentation by Bishop 
Roots of a statement on “The 
Present State of Christianity in 
China.” Bishop Roots painted out 
that the “Survey” of Christian 
work in, China, based. on reports, 
indicatéd the sarprising magni- 
tada of the work. He farther 
said, that a carefal examination of 
the opposition faced by Christian 
ity in China showed that mo 
greater obstacle is met in” Chris- 
tian work in this field than it 
meets with in the west. 

Professor T. C. Chao-presented 
a paper in which he discuased the 
strength and weaknesy of the 
Church in China. pointing ont 
that an element of great strength 
lies in the far higher percentage 
of literacy in the Christian e-m- 
munity than in the general popa- 
lation and the large proportion, 
(1 in 20) of Chines? students whe 
are in Christian schocls. The 
chief weakness. which Professor 
T. C. Chao pointed out Hes in the 
danger of a weak etHical message 
for condact and life which may 
lead to the cevelopment of a per- 
manent Church without a per- 
manent Christianity. Tor often 
worshippers of idols converted to 
Christianity carry ovér into Chris- 
tian worship the habits. of their 
older falth, laying t:o much em- 
phasis upon the external symbol 
with too littl appreciation of 
spiritual values. Professor Chao, 
pointed out the danger that a 
Christian Church developed in the 
environment of one ot two gen- 
eraticns ago should not be ‘flexi- 
ble encugh to meet changed con- 
ditions,- In view of the changed 
intellectual envirenment in China, 
it ts most essential thet science 
and Christian experience. go hand 
in hand, developing forms of ex- 
pression for the Christian message 
adequate to these medern times,

instead of forcing the Hving 
thought of to-day ‘into a pro 
crustean bed of fourth or six- 
teenth century Eurcpean theo 
logical and ecclesiatical formulae. 

The afternoon session was clos- 
ed with a report, given also by 
Bishop Roots an the work of the 
China Continuation Committee 
for the last nine years. This 
Committee, known as the C.C.C.. 
appointed by the last general con- 
ference <f Christian workers in 
1918, has during these years and 
in this report summed up the 
work of this period and hands 
down the task imposed upon it by 
the mandate the last Nationa! 
Christian Conference. 

Missionaries’ Status. 

On the third ef the Conference, 
in the morning Dr. T. T. Lew, 
acting Dean of the Theological 
Department of Peking University, 
and Rev. R. K. Evans, Professor 
of the New Testament in the same 
institution, spoke on “The Church 
ef Christ in China.” 

Mr. Evans dealt with the tespon3e 
of the missions and missionaries to 
the destres of the Chinese Christian 
Churehes.. He- said that in China 
we have one of the oldest nations 
just being born again. He said 
chat the missions in China have 
no ecclesiastical statua except by 
courtesy of the Chinese Church. 
The right of the missions and the 
missionaries"is to help the Church 
‘of China spread the Gospel in its 
own missin field. As to the posi- 
tion of the missionaries, Mr. Evans 
said there were two possibilities 
‘ty. They might be lent by West- 
ern Churches to the service of the 
Church in China (2).,, They might 
become members of the Chinese 
Church on the same basis as Chin- 
ese Christians and on no cther. 
This latter alternative. Mr. Evans 
thought, was the best solution. 
He also said that the material 
preponderance of the missionary

Arrangements are being mada 
for the American Secretary of 
War, Mr. Jubn W. Weeks, and 
the secretary of the Navy, Mr.

The coming is a part of an 
American invasion of Japan by 
the class of 1851 at Annapatis, 
the American Naval Officers 
School, which has been invited 
by the Japanese Goveromant to 
hold its reunion in Japan.

Rumours of disruption of the 
Entente Cordiale have long been, 
tife, partly, though by no means 
wholly, due to journalistic im- 
agination. On the present occa- 
sion the Times correspondent at 
Genor declared that the climax 
had been reached, the British 
Premier being represented as 
having told M. Barthou: “The 
Entente is broken; Britain is free 
to seek other friendships.” Hot 
ou the trail of this report come 
others, emphatically and in- 
dignantly repudiating the alleggd 
breach. Mr, Lloyd George stig- 
matises the rumour as “shear 
wicked invention and the raving 
of an insane person” (which is 
certainly an outspoken descrip- 
tion of the Jémes representative 
at Genoa}; and M. Barchou joins 
io the refutation. 

From this we inay conclude 
that journalistic imagination has 
again been et work, and that the 
Entente is still extant. To accept 
the Times version is directly’ to 
impute unveracity to the British 
Premier and to Sf. Barthou, 
whose declarations are of o posi- 
tive character. Any journal, 
bowever famous, that dissernina. 
tes reports so prejudicial to 
harmons, especially at a critical 
time like the present, merits 
severe reprobation:.and it will.be 
interesting to sae what explana- 
tion ” The ‘Thunderer” offers. It 
must be acknowleged that the 
course of events bas given plenty 
tof ground for conjecture, though 
this deas not warrant: “sheer 
wicked invention.” The streng- 
thening of the Anglo-Italian 
entente goes to suggest that 
British Ministers are sensible of 
the value of cultivating inter- 
national bonds, which is not to 
say tbat there is desire to drop the 
older Entente: An Anglo-Italian 
entente is not igconsistent with 
cordial relations between Britain 
and France, but rather opens the 
way t> a tripartite relationship. 

Real, but not insuperable, 
points of difference have present- 
ed themselves in the post-war 
relations of Britain and France, 
as was practically inevitable. 
Most Britishers probably con- 
sider, and with justification, that 
on the” whole Jobn Bull has 
acted with liberality towards 
France. Perhaps it is not 
surprising if France, terribly 
burdened by the war, dées not 
see things in quite tho same

Canton’s New Bridge. 

Tf it -ha‘the case that the 
Canton Municipality is seriously 
taking up the:qnastion of span- 
ting the river by means of « 
bridge, so as to link Honam with 
Canton, the fact must be regard- 
ed as another indication of the 
anterprise of this official body. 
We have often had occasion to 
comment on the go-ahead policies 
of the Canton Municipality, and 
if it succeeds in this big under- 
taking it will deserve further 
encomiums As waa recently 
explained, this is no new project. 
Many years ago.a similar move- 
ment was on foot and about a 
million dollars were subscribed 
for the undertaking, but on 
account of, politics! changes it 
was abandoned and the money 
returded to the subscribers. It 
would appear that the echeme 
bas been better planned this 
time, and that there are hopes of 
putties it throogh, with the eid 
of foreign assistance.

WEATHER MAPS, 


Hongkong Chamber Wants 

. Daily Issue. 

Ono the question of the issue by 
tbe Hongkong Observatory of a 
daily Weather msp, we havo. 
received from the Secretary of 
the Hongkong General Chamber’ 
of Commerce a copy of a letter. 
addressed to the Government aa 
the subject. - . 

The letter gtates that the great 
volume ‘of shipping trading in 
these Iatitades, where dangerous 
storms are 80 prevalent, demands 
the maximam of minute informa. . 
tion .pracurable, xod there is po 
déubt that a daily meteorological 
survey would ba of the utmost 
practical. value. The letter con- 
tinues — - 

“My Committee is strongly of 
‘opinion that the commuanity- 
should be supplied with such » 
service, the expense of providing 
the equipment and staff for 
which appears to them small as 
compared with the benefits to be 
derived by Mariners. . 

“Tt is geoerally recognised 
that Observatories must be kept 
up-to-date and enlarged with the 
growth of shipping interests, and 
in this connection Honzkong Ob . 
servatory bas ro‘ adeqaately met 
the needs of the Colony, for want 
of funds. My Committee, there- 
fore, urges that & sufficient sup- 
plementary grant of funds should 
be made to the Observatory, to 
ecable it to issue first-clasa Daily 
weather maps and generally to 
extend the issue of weather 
guides to Mariners, | : 

“It may be noted that, whereas 
the annual expenditure of the: 
Hongkong Royal Observatory bas 
risen from $23,000 to $34,000 since

Pontoon Dangers at Shanghai. 


The untimely and mysterious 
death by drowning of tha late 
chief officer of the s. Chusan 
whilst that vessel was lying at 
the Pootung wharf edds bat 
another victim to that list for 
which the Whangpoo is gaining 
anuneoviable notoriety. Baflling 


there is but littl doubt that the 
unfortunate officer met his death 
either in boarding or in falling 
trom the sampan. Anyone ac- 
quainted with the disposition of 
the pontoons at the Watang and 
Pootung wharves will doubtless 
concur that the risk involved io 
boarding or Jeaving.a sampan at 
this stretch of wharfage cannot 
be over-estimated, the risk being 
accentuated on a dark night with 
the wind at any force. The usual

Pactors in Hs Evolation. 


Long agoit was foreaeen thatthe 
Fanxuage spoken by the Ameriaan 
poople would diverza widaly from 
thas spoken in England. “The 
new circumstances under whieh 
we aro placed.” wrate Thomas 
Jefferson in 1813, “call for naw 
words, new phrases, and for the 
transfer of okt words to: new 
olgecta. An American cialect 
~illcherefore be formed.” And 
nearly a quarter of a century 
before this another famous 
American--Noah Webster, who 
was the “great Lexicographer™ of 
his Continent-—ventured upon 4 
prophecy aven more bold and 
specific. In his “Dissertations on 
the English Language,” Printed 
in 1789. and dedicated to Ban- 
Jamie Franklin, that inaster of 
bome-spun speech, he formulated 
the tollowing declaration of 
Tinguisticindependence: “Numer: 
gua iocal causes, such as a new 
country, new associations of 
people, new combinations of ideas 
anarts and sciences, and some 
tutercoursa with tribes wholly 
orkrnown in Europe, will 
Jotroduce new words into the 
American tongue. These causes 
will prodece, in a course of time, 
alanguage in North America as 
diferent from the future languaxe 
of England as the modern Dutch, 
Drnish and Swedish are fron the 
German or from one another.” 
These authorities, particularly 
Webster, did no: make anything 
Uke aavfScient allowance for the 
watious factors that were to pot 
the brake on the process of 
divergence throush a twofold 
change—twofold because English 
also is a living language with its 
own principlas of growth. Fher

A PROMISE TO PRESIDENT. 

The return of the books of tha 
Yong Ta Bank which were to 
have beon used in connection 
with the Loan scandal at the 
Ministry of Financs was obtained 
under circumstancea which the 
judicial officials say showed a 
complete disregard for the io- 
aepandence of the courts. On 
the morning of the 20th. olt. two 
armed policaman arrived in a 
motor-car at the court of the 
Procurator-General and demand- 
ed, that the books taken from the 
Yung Ta bank on the 7th. ult. be 
banded to them. While the 
officials had no: yet recovered 
from their ‘surprise. Procurator 
kao ant bis two assistants arriv- 
ed, their countensnees showing 
signs of deap disappointment. 
Thay told their staff how they 
secured the books from the bank 
on the 7th, what had hsppened 
during the three days, and how 
they were ordered to return them 
to the back by the Minister of 
Justice who said tha: be had 


‘promised to do this to the Pres- 


ident and that he could not fall 
baek upon bis promise. After 
this, = representative of the 
Banking Avssociation, and a 
member of the Yuog Ta Bank 
followed the police to the court 
and insisted upon the return of 
the books. Seeing that they 
cavld do nothing to withhold 
them, as they all declared thar 
the Maicister of Jussee had 
ordered return, toe two 
assistant  procurators handed 
them to the clerk of the bank. 
LAW OFFICERS EXCITED. 

Whea the news of, this ex. 
traordinary action reached the 
offictaly of the other court~ great 
indignation arose. 
was held on the l5ch. ul: at the 
Law Society at which i: was de- 
cided that Mr. Tuse Kang should 
bé asked to explain this iflegal 
procedure.
